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Councillor says refusal to test effect is ‘missed opportunity’

A DECISION not to hold a trial 
of free parking in Banbury is a 
missed opportunity for the town, 
according to local councillors and 
business owners. 

A motion to suspend parking charges 
at Cherwell District Council-operated 
car parks in both Banbury and Bicester 
was rejected earlier this month after be- 
ing put forward by Labour councillor 
Sean Woodcock. 

The temporary suspension would 
have been in operation from 9.30am on 
Thursdays during February, except for 
ultra-short-stay car parks and drop-off 
points. 

Mr Woodcock, who is leader of the 
Banbury and Bicester Labour group, 
said: “There has been a lot of interest in 
free parking, because, obviously, there 
is not much of it in the town centre at 
the moment. 

“The purpose of the trial would be 
to see if it would bring more shoppers 
to the town. The response from coun- 
cillors has been that the cost would be 
too high and that there is no evidence 
that it would make any difference to the 
town centre.” 

People parking in Bicester and Ban- 
bury have had free parking in council- 
owned and operated car parks in the 
build-up to Christmas. 

The free parking will continue until 
January 10, available from 3pm daily. 

Mr Woodcock added: “Doing the trial 
at this time of year is flawed, as people 
will always go Christmas shopping.” 

Caroline Taylor, owner of baby 
and toddler clothing store Merry- 
GoRoundUK in Church Lane, said: “We 
have been looking at our footfall over 
the past few weeks. 

“Whereas normally we see more cus- 
tomers at the lunchtime period, what 
we have found is that our afternoon 
sales have picked up.” 

Banbury Chamber of Commerce pres- 
ident Richard Hunter supported the 
idea of introducing free parking, but 
questioned how the effectiveness of the 
trial could be measured. 

He said: “We would greatly welcome a 
trial period of free parking, as it would 
give us a good idea of whether it would 
rejuvenate the town centre. 

“There are a number of retailers who 


think free parking will offer them 
an advantage when they are facing 
competition from Banbury Gateway 
Centre and Castle Quay - both of 
which we support — which have put 
pressure on some of the independent 
stores.” 

“Whether this will get abused by 
people working in the town centre re- 
mains to be seen and we would love 
to know how the trial would be meas- 
ured to test whether it can work.” 

He said any trial should be held 
over a longer period than a month.

FREE PARKING 
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Keep heating on 


OXON: Residents struggling 
with fuel bills are being urged to 
keep their heating on this winter. 

Trade association for the oil 
heating industry OFTEC said 
turning down the thermostat 
during the cold weather could 
lead to health problems. 

It comes after it was revealed 
there were 270 excess winter 
deaths in Oxfordshire in 2013/14. 

Residents are being advised to 
keep the temperature of their 
main room at least 21C, check 
heating timers, turn off radiators 
in rooms not being used and 
ensure nothing blocks radiators. 

The county’s 17,000 oil 
households are being reminded to 
check there is enough oil in the 
tank. 


Crew saves horse 


DEDDINGTON: A horse had to 
be rescued by firefighters after 
becoming stuck in a ditch in 
Hempton, near Deddington. 

The fire service sent an engine 
from Deddington to the scene 
along with a rescue tender from 
Kidlington at 4.15pm on Boxing 
Day. 

Firefighters then called a vet 
who helped them to lift the horse 
out of the ditch using slings. 

The horse was not seriously 
hurt in the incident and was 
released from the ditch after 
about an hour. 


River flood alert 


OXON: Boaters were warned not 
to travel along parts of the Oxford 
Canal after the River Cherwell 
flooded at the weekend. 

The navigation closure was 
between Bakers Lock and Shipton 
Weir Lock, near Shipton-on- 
Cherwell. 

The Canal and River Trust said 
the closure affecting the canal’s 
southern section would be in 
place from Monday until further 
notice. 

There was also a further 
navigation closure between Nell 
Lock Bridge and Aynho Weir 
Lock, near Adderbury, with the 
towpath also closed. 


Victim is named 


BANBURY: A 20-year-old man, 
who died in a three-car crash on 
the A4260, has been named as 
Callum Jeycock, of Banbury. 

He had been driving from 
Adderbury towards Deddington 
on Friday, December 18, at about 
7.30am when his car collided with 
a tipper lorry travelling the other 
way. A Volkswagen Passat also 
crashed and a Peugeot 206 was hit 
with debris. 

Police confirmed Mr Jeycock 
died at the scene. 


Landlord fined for breaching safety regulations at property 


A LANDLORD was fined £1,000 for 
failing to correctly manage one of 
his Banbury properties. 

Vas Tari, of North Bar Street, 
pleaded guilty at Banbury 
Magistrates’ Court on December 15 
to five offences relating to the 


management of a House in Multiple 


Occupation (HMO). 
The house, also in North Bar 
Street, was inspected by a district 


council environmental health 
officer on June 17. They found fire 
escapes had been blocked, unsafe 


electrics and dirty communal areas, 


in breach of the Management of 
Houses in Multiple Occupation 
(England) Regulations 2006. 
Despite being warned, the court 
was told the issues had not been 


solved when the inspector returned 


on July 1. Tari was prosecuted by 


the council for failing to comply 
with his duties. 

Tari was fined £200 per offence, 
and ordered to pay £250 costs, a £20 
victim surcharge and a £150 
criminal courts charge. 

Cherwell District Council’s lead 
member for planning, John 
Donaldson, said: “We have a good 
relationship with the majority of 
landlords and we successfully work 


with them to make sure they 
comply with the relevant 
regulations. 

“But when a landlord is clearly 
not complying we will take the 
necessary action. 

“This landlord disregarded our 
advice and warnings and, aside 
from the fines that the court 
imposed, now also has a criminal 
conviction as a result.” 


Rambler puts his long life 
down to ‘a lot of walking’ 


Former brewery worker also 
credits his happy marriage

FOR Bob Clement, the secret to 
living a long life has been going 
for a weekly walk; with a cou- 
ple of pints thrown in for good 
measure.

Despite having to give up walk- 
ing, he still finds time to enjoy one 
of his favourite pastimes with the 
ramblers, joining them in the pub 
after a walk for a few drinks.

MP warns of the negative 
impact rail link may have 
on towns it'll run through

A NEW high-speed rail 
link between London and 
Birmingham would cause 
“significant issues” for the 
north of Oxfordshire, ac- 
cording to the area’s MP. 

Victoria Prentis said although 
the proposed building of HS2 
would not include any stations 
in the region, she was con- 
cerned about the effect the pro- 
ject’s construction would have 
on communities. 

During the construction pro- 
cess, lorries are likely to use 
the M40 junction for Banbury to 
travel between stations. 

The Banbury MP said: “I have 
long been concerned about the 
impact of the proposed building 
of HS2 on our region. 

“There will not be a station 
in our constituency, so any per- 
ceived benefits will not be seen 
by those who live and commute 
from here. 

“There are a number of signif- 
icant issues in the constituency, 


Victoria Prentis says people see 
no benefits from the HS2 project 


with several villages suffering 
exceptionally acute problems, 
including noise, impacts on 
bridleway, and visual intrusion 
into unspoilt landscapes.” 

In particular, Mrs Prentis 
said she was concerned about 
the effect of construction lor- 
ries on Wardington, a village 
found about four miles north 
of Banbury. 

She said: “Very large num- 
bers of HGVs moving through 
Wardington would greatly 
damage this beautiful village. 

“I have raised concerns re- 
garding the width of roads 
through the village, and how 


additional vehicles will be able 
to pass one another.” 

Independent train commenta- 
tor Hugh Jaegar said he agreed 
with the MP’s concerns. 

The Oxford resident said: “We 
have just seen another climate 
change deal signed in Paris and 
this rail link seems like a step 
back from that. 

“In the next few years we will 
have to deal with the need to 
control pollution and this link is 
just going to cause more carbon 
emissions than before. 

“IT would encourage Victoria 
Prentis to look at the carbon fig- 
ures from HS2. 

“Every day that goes by with- 
out scrapping this project just 
makes things worse.” 

Wardington Parish Council 
vice-chairman Nigel Bankes 
said he was concerned about 
the number of HGVs travelling 
through the village during the 
construction process, and con- 
firmed that he would be raising 
the issue directly with the Gov- 
ernment in the new year. 

The Government is hoping to 
open the London to Birming- 
ham line by 2026. 

Mrs Prentis confirmed she 
had asked for assurances from 
Government ministers regard- 
ing vehicle movements in Ban- 
bury and the impact it would 
have on the town centre. 


Hospital car parks’ fees rumpus 


THE cost and availability of 
parking at Oxfordshire’s 
hospitals has been criticised 
after it was revealed that 
patients, visitors and staff spent 
£3.7m in the car parks. 

The news that charges at 
hospitals such as the John 
Radcliffe and the Churchill in 
Oxford and the Horton brought 
in six per cent more in 2014/15 
than in the previous year led toa 
flurry of comments on the 


Banbury Cake website. 

Reader Sahara,12, said: “I 
would not find the charges so 
hard to swallow if the parking 
facilities were significantly 
improved. If they used the funds 
they made to finance 
improvements, they could 
reduce the stress for people.” 

Another reader, EMBOX3, 
said: “There is no way it costs 
£3m a year to run some car 
parks.” 


Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust (OUH) 
said £2,957,000 was used to cover 
the costs of running the car park 
office, paying for security, legal 
fees and site maintenance, or 
invested in patent care. 

Reader Stacey Lyon, who 
defended the charges, said: “I’m 
up at the hospital on a monthly 
basis with my daughter and only 
ever have to pay about £3, which 
is cheaper than a bus fare.”

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Barber’s had

WHEN Robert Pewsey 
became a barber, Har- 
old Wilson was Britain’s 
prime minister, mini- 
skirts were still a new 
thing and Noel Gallagh- 
er had not been born. 

As 2015 marks Mr Pews- 
ey’s 50th year in the trade, 
he remembers generations 
of young people going un- 
der his blade and scissors in 
a perpetual circle of trends. 

Mr Pewsey, 65, who has 
lived in Banbury all his life, 
qualified as a barber when 
he was 15, after a three-year 
apprenticeship. 

He said: “I just went in a 
shop, liked the way people 
cut the hair and I just car- 
ried on doing it.” 

In 1982, Mr Pewsey sold 
his Banbury shop and made 
the move to Oxford. He has 
now worked at High Street 
Barbers, in High Street, for 
34 years. 

He said: “Trends have 
come full circle. Back then, 
it was short hair, then long 
hair in 1965, when the Bea- 
tles came in, and now it’s

Hosts reminded to cut the risks 
of food poisoning this new year 


usual, so please take extra care when it comes to 
defrosting and cooking food, and make sure you 
store food safely. 

“And while we encourage you to cut down on 
waste by using leftovers, please ensure they are 
still safe to eat.” 

The council suggests people check their fridge 
temperature is below 5C and is not over-crowded 
to prevent cross-contamination. 

Ensure raw food is covered and chilled on the 
bottom shelf of the fridge. 

With leftovers, cool and cover them with two 
hours and eat or freeze leftovers within two days. 


PARTY season hosts are being warned to make 
sure they do not upset family and friends’ tums at 
atime when food poisoning risks run high. 

Cherwell District Council, in partnership with 
the Food Standards Agency, has released tips to 
help avoid food poisoning and to cut down on 
waste. 

The lead member for public protection, Tony 
Tlott, said: “Christmas is a busy time for families. 
“The last thing anyone wants is a bout of food 

poisoning, caused by badly stored or prepared 
meals. 
“It can be tricky catering for more people than 


back to short hair. 

“T have always enjoyed do- 
ing flat-tops; that was back 
in the 60s and 70s, when 
there were a lot of Ameri- 
cans about.

The father-of-two, who 
also has a grandson and 
a granddaughter, plays 


golf and supports Ban- 
bury United. He has 
been married to Glynis 
for 41 years. 

High Street Barbers 
is one of the oldest bar- 
ber shops in Oxford, ac- 
cording to Mr Pewsey, 
who says it most likely 
opened in the 1940s. 

He works alongside 
Roger Howard, 71, who 
has been doing the job 
for 56 years and joined 
22 years ago. 


Concert raising funds for Syrian 
refugees proves huge success 


A FLAGSHIP concert, organised by 
Banbury MP Victoria Prentis, has 
helped raise nearly £60,000 to support 
Syrian refugees.

The event was the brainchild of Mrs 
Prentis, who has spent the last few 
months encouraging people to organ- 
ise their own fundraiser in support of 
refugees, or donate money at the pre- 
planned carol concert. 

For the service, which was held at 
St Margaret’s Church, Mayor of Lon- 
don Boris Johnson gave a reading and 
Oxford West and Abingdon MP Nicola 
Blackwood delivered her own rendition 
of the carol Silent Night. 


Mrs Prentis said: “I am very lucky 
to have had so much support from col- 
leagues and am so grateful to all those 
who performed so brilliantly.” 

She added: “Singing for Syrians crys- 
tallised as an idea after I attended the 
Westminster Hall vigil for the refugees 
in September. 

“T started thinking about all those 
who are unable to even contemplate 
leaving the country. 

“Often they are too old, too young or 
too unwell to leave.” 

The money, which was collected 
through the concert and other fundrais- 
ing, will pay for the salaries of medical 
teams in Aleppo, in Syria. 

All money raised through the concert 
will also be matched by the Department 
for International Development.

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Whale tale’s all at sea 


IN THE HEART OF THE SEA (12A, 122 
mins) An action/romance with Chris 
Hemsworth, Benjamin Walker, Cillian 
Murphy, Tom Holland, Brendan 
Gleeson, Ben Whishaw and Michelle 
Fairley, Charlotte Riley, Donald 
Sumpter, Richard Bremmer.

IN THE 1851 novel Moby-Dick, US 
writer Herman Melville expends 
135 chapters and an epilogue 
documenting Captain Ahab’s 
calamitous obsession with the 
eponymous white whale. 

Director Ron Howard seems to 
spend just as long treading water 
in his sprawling maritime 
adventure In The Heart Of The 
Sea, which dramatises the real-life 
disaster that inspired Melville to 
put ink-filled pen to parchment. 

Truth is far more thrilling than 
the fiction in Charles Leavitt’s 
script, adapted from an award- 
winning book by Nathaniel 
Philbrick, which documents the 
ill-fated sailing of the whaling ship 
Essex in the winter of 1820. 

The central battle for survival, 
punctuated by special effects-laden 
action sequences, should quicken 
our pulses and keep attentions 
afloat for more than two hours. 

Unfortunately, Howard’s film 
springs a leak early on and 
gradually sinks without anchoring 
our affections to the characters as 
they confront the morality of their 
bloody trade and the chilling 
possibility that they will never 
embrace their loved ones again. 

Herman Melville (Ben Whishaw) 
visits emotionally crippled 
seaman Thomas Nickerson 
(Brendan Gleeson) at his home on 
Nantucket Island. 

“T want to hear what happened to 
the Essex,” Melville informs the 
seadog, who has never recounted 
this horrific episode, not even to 
his wife (Michelle Fairley). 

Eventually, Nickerson 
acquiesces. In flashback, he recalls 
how inexperienced captain George 
Pollard stood nervously at the 
helm of the Essex, at the behest of 
the owners, Messrs Mason and 
Fuller. 


However, the crew, including 
Matthew Joy (Cillian Murphy), 
looked to strapping First Mate 
Owen Chase (Chris Hemsworth) for 
their orders. 

“This is your family now, for 
better or worse. Worse mostly,” 
Owen tells the young Tom (Tom 
Holland), a terrified whelp heading 
to sea for the first time. 

One thousand leagues along the 
equator, the Essex encounters a 
monstrous creature of the deep, 
which rams the vessel and leaves 
the men stranded far from home. 

“As I live and breathe, he’s mine,” 
barks Owen, pushing the survivors 
and himself to the brink of 
insanity in the aftermath of the 
attack. 

In The Heart Of The Sea isa 
gung-ho tale of men who lived and 
perished on the waves in search of 
the lucrative whale oil that brought 
light to 19th century America. 

Hemsworth buckles his swash as 


the hunky hero, who allows his 
thirst for revenge to cloud his 
judgement and endanger the men 
under him. 

Supporting performances, 
including an ineffectual Walker, are 
lost in the Sturm und Drang of the 
water-logged set pieces anda 
climactic bout of cannibalism. 

“No right-minded sailor discards 
what might yet save him,” professes 
Owen. Alas, screenwriter Leavitt 
discards the characterisation and 
subtlety that could have saved the 
film.

Director: Sean Anders 
GROWN men degenerate into petty, 
vindictive and jealous children in 
Sean Anders’s comedy of bad 
parenting and clashing egos. 
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The perfect storm of Will Ferrell 
and Mark Wahlberg’s first 
on-screen pairing - the goofy 2010 
cop caper The Other Guys —- has 
blown over, leaving behind the 
overcast skies of a mean-spirited 
game of testosterone-fuelled one- 
upmanship that is surprisingly 
light on belly laughs and charm.

Life is great for Brad: he is 
married to sex bomb Sarah (Linda 
Cardellini) and has two beautiful 
step-children Dylan (Owen 
Vaccaro) and Megan (Scarlett 
Estevez) from her first marriage. 

Out of the blue, Sarah’s first 
husband Dusty Mayron 
(Wahlberg) makes contact and 
persuades Brad to let him visit the 
children.

Who’s the daddy? Certainly not 
this uneven picture.

@ SSANGYONG'’S tough Rexton 4x4 has 
had a major update. The three models 
are all powered by a new 2.2-litre 
diesel engine. Compliant with Euro6 
emission regulations, the four-cylinder 
unit offers 176bhp and a healthy 295lb.

MOST drivers admit that road rage at 
bad driving makes their own driving 
worse, according to a study.

WHATEVER you want from 
acar, there is almost certain- 
ly a Volkswagen Polo that 
can deliver the goods. 

Thrill-seekers can opt for the 
heart-pumping 192 horsepower 
of the GTI, while greener-mind- 
ed motorists can go for the near 
70mpg consumption of the Blue- 
Motion. 

For the R-Line Polo, Volkswa- 
gen has used the three-cylinder, 
turbocharged petrol engine 
from the BlueMotion model, but 
has increased its power to 110 
horsepower and replaced the 
five-speed manual gearbox with 
a six-speed. 

The result is aremarkably qui- 
et and composed, and superbly 
refined engine that punches 
way above the weight that its 
1.0-litre capacity might suggest. 

R-Line exterior styling gives 
beefier front and rear bumpers, 
deeper side skirts and darkened 
16-inch, ten-spoke alloy wheels. 

On the inside is a small, mo- 
torsport-inspired, flat-bottom 
steering wheel, side bolsters 
and R-Line-embossed seats. 

With its roomy interior, de- 
cent-sized boot and plenty of 
storage, the Polo is a good choice 
for small families. Even the 


most basic model gets electronic 
stability control, electric front 
windows, a Bluetooth phone 
connection and an infotainment 
system. 

No such concerns will bother 
you if you go for R-Line speci- 
fication, which bulges with 
bells and whistles. The leather- 
trimmed steering wheel, with 
18 buttons, gives a clue to the 
sophisticated equipment. 

In the centre of the dashboard 
sits the latest generation of 
Volkswagen’s ‘modular _ info- 
tainment’ system. The system 
includes a proximity sensor and 
a function that reacts to wiping

movements by the fingers. 

Self-levelling headlights, 
cruise control, air conditioning, 
a multi-function trip computer 
and parking sensors all form 
part of the R-Line package. 

Safety features are first rate, 
with airbags, electronic stabil- 
ity control, hill hold and an au- 
tomatic post-collision braking 
system which brakes the vehicle 
after a collision to minimise the 
chance, or consequences, of a 
second impact. 

The R-Line will appeal to peo- 
ple who want the quality and 
comfort of the Volkswagen Golf 
in a smaller package. 


Driverless vehicles tech recognised 


ATRIAL of driverless vehicles has 
won the Automotive Award for 
Innovation from the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders. 

The trophy was in recognition of 
the technology involved to bring 
three driverless pods to the streets 
of Milton Keynes to assess their 
viability and the response of the 
public. 

Working in partnership with 
academics to develop the LUTZ 
Pathfinder (low-carbon urban 
transport zone) the company 
behind the project is Transport 
Systems Catapult (TSC). 

It wants to show driverless pods 
can help reduce road deaths and 
serious injuries by removing the 
human element from driving. 

TSC’s Steve Yianni said: “Ninety 
per cent of collisions on the UK's 
roads are due to human error in 


one way or another, so by 
allowing the vehicle to make 
decisions based on a broad array 
of information provided could help 
reduce this figure enormously.” 

However, there are questions to 
be asked about the LUTZ 
Pathfinder project. 

For starters, the electrically- 
powered pods will be driving in 
pedestrianised areas as well as on 
roads, yet they have a limited top 
speed of 15mph. This begs the 
question of how safe will they be 
mixing among other vehicles that 
may well be driving at 
considerably higher speeds? 

To counter this to some extent, 
TSC says each of the three pods 
will be piloted by a trained driver 
to make sure there are no risks to 
passengers or pedestrians. This 
then raises another query about 


how useful is a driverless pod 
when it needs a driver present and 
can carry only a single passenger 
at atime. 

The plan is for the pods to run 
until 2017, allowing plenty of time 
to collect and collate data from the 
trial. A problem arises on another 
level. The pods use a 3D map of 
Milton Keynes coupled to 
on-board sensors to know where 
they are. While this means the 
pods are capable of conducting 
themselves safely, they will be in 
among other vehicles they cannot 
communicate with, so they cannot 
predict or plan for their actions. 

This is a drawback of all 
driverless vehicles. Unless every 
vehicle on the road is using the 
same systems, there is a serious 
risk of one or more being unaware 
of the presence of other vehicles.
